Republican National Committee 
had purchased time on ABC, 
CBS and NBC for broadcasts 
featuring excerpts from Nixon's 
speech Saturday in Phoenix in 
which he called for a "tough- 
minded approach to violence." 


Nixon, Vice President Spiro T. 


Agnew and Republican candi- 
dates across the land have 
worked hard to make "law and 
order" a prime issue. The Pres- 
ident carried the effort forward 
Sunday after a two-hour meet- 
ing here with Agnew. 


In a directive that ostensibly 


had no connection with Tues- 
day's election, Nixon expressed 
deep concern about "the grow- 
ing problem of assaults on po- 
lice officers," and ordered the 
Justice Department to extend 
"all appropriate 
investigative 


resources" to state and local au- 
thorities in such cases. 


Agnew emerged from his ses- 


sion with Nixon to accuse Dem- 
ocratic candidates of using what 
he termed unfair, 
deplorable 


and 
despicable 
tactics—-"the 


tactic of the big lie"—in the fi- 
nal weeks of their vote quests. 


At a news conference, Agnew 


said: 


"Particularly with regard to 


the economy, we find that they 
are continuing to accentuate a 
fear that this country is heading 
into a recession or a depression, 
or something worse. We find the 
economic indicators are all in 
the opposite direction." 


Democrats have emphasized 


continuing 
inflation, 
recent 


growth in unemployment and 
other economic issues during 
the campaign. 


Agnew called this "the kind of 


fear or scare tactics that they 
constantly accuse me of using." 


He said, "The Democratic 


party in 40 years has never been 
able to achieve full employ- 
ment, except in time of war or a 
time of preparation for war." 


The vice president attributed 


to Democrats a series of rumors 
in California, Utah and Nevada 
that after the election the Nixon 
administration would shut down 
or curtail some federal facilities 
in those states.

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Rep. 


James G. O'Hara said today the 
government has not ordered a 
single dangerous toy—including 
a superheating toy oven and a 
blowgun dart that can be sucked 
into children's lungs—off 
the 


market despite a new act of 
Congress. 


The Michigan Democrat, co- 


sponsor of the Child Protection 
and Toy Safety Act of 1969, 
urged Health, Education and 
Welfare Secretary Elliot Rich- 
son to act before the Christmas 
toy-buying season. 


"It is shocking to discover 


that nearly 10 months after the 
act took effect that the very 
toys we hoped to keep out of 
children's hands are still being 
offered for sale," O'Hara said. 


"And 
unless the secretary- 


takes swift action, unknowing 
parents will purchase these toys 
for their children this Christ- 
mas." 


O'Hara said toys still on the 


market include the hot oven, the 
blowgun dart and a large steel- 
tipped dart used in a lawn 
game. All were cited in a House 
report as the kind of toys that 
should be banned. 


The act directs the HEW sec- 


retary to establish 
procedures 


for removal of dangerous toys 
from the market, and authorizes 
him to order them out of the 
stores immediately in cases of 
"imminent hazard." 


HEW's Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration acknowledged no 
toys have been ordered off the 
market but said it has taken ac- 
tion for voluntary removal of 21 
products for children, ranging 
from toys to furniture. 


An FDA spokesman had no 


comment on the three toys men- 
tioned by O'Hara. 


The congressman 
said 
the 


toys also were called dangerous 
by the National Commission on 
Product Safety more than a 
year ago.

Pete Maravich gels himself "stuck 
up there in the air." It's a great trait for a moon but not 
lor a basketball player. 


That is one of several problems with which Pete Mara- 


vich is presently confronted. The rookie guard who is a 
millionaire twice over is finding that his seven-figure con- 
tract did not also earn him the right to be an immediate 
hit in the National Basketball Association. 


"It's tough to get a kid to change in a few weeks things 


he s been doing for 15, 13 years ," said Guerin. 


At Louisiana State University, for instance, Maravich 


could go up for a jump shot and remain for awhile, taking 
Ins good lime, until he decided to pop the shot. But there as 
John Havlicek of the Celtics noted, (here weren't many 
other 6-5 guards, unlike the NBA. 


When he does soar in the air now, his long brown hair 


whipping in the stratosphere to shape his sharp-featured 
face like an eaglette, and his brittle-seeming body bent 
back some, bone-thin legs a-kick in floppy socks he has 
company. Defensive guards in the NBA can hang from a 
roof beam or moon beam with as much perseverance as 
Pete. 


What happens is that Maravich (a) takes a bad shot or 


( b ) makes a bad pass. Bad passes come in two sizes in 
this case. One, if you're lucky, is to get the ball into a 
'eammate's paws. Rarely will it be the kind of pass that is 
.iharp. that perpetuates team movement, that sets up a 
play. It is done out of desperation. The other kind of pass 
is an invitation to larceny, and two points for the bad guys. 


After a full set of preseason games and a handful of 


regular-season contests, Maravich has shown that he can 
galvanize a crowd, make a spectacular pro pass, sink a 
long twisting jumper, steal a ball as well as take a shot 
that is too long. He can also shoot a 3-on-l fast break shot 
that, well, "That I should have passed off to Lou (Hudson)," 
said Maravich on a particular play. Since Pete sank the 
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*hol. Hudson said professionally. "That's cool."

Illiterates in 
13 States Can 
Vote Legally 


By BARRY SCHWEID 
Associated Press Writer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Hun- 


dreds, possibly thousands, of il- 
literate Americans in 13 states 
will be able to vote legally for 
the first time Tuesday. 


Yet the law which gave them 


the ballot, the federal Voting 
RighTs Act of 1970, remains in 
question. The Supreme Court 
has heard arguments but not 
yet ruled on its constitutionality. 


This could add up to an em- 


barrassing situation, especially 
in razor-close races. Two states 
are taking precautions against 
the possibility the court will 
overturn the law's suspension of 
literacy tests. The others are 
not. 


The law suspends 
literacy 


tests for five years in 11 states 
and in parts of two others. The 
11 are Alaska, California, Con- 
necticut, 
Delaware, 
Maine, 


Massachusetts, 
New 
Hamp- 


shire, New York, Oregon, Wash- 
ington and Wyoming. The two 
others are Arizona, where the 
law affects all but Yuma Coun- 
ty, and North Carolina where 
tests are banned in 61 counties. 


The government estimates 1.9 


million 
illiterate 
Americans 


have been enfranchised in the 13 
states by the law. 


Ten governorships, 10 Senate 


seats and more than 100 House 
seats are at stake in the 13 
states. 


Here is a brief overview of the 


potential problem: 


Alaska—Because of local law, 


invalidation by the court would 
have no effect. 


Arizona—The attorney gener- 


al's office says only 18 illiter- 
ates are known to have regis- 
tered. 


California—Ballots of illiter- 


ates will not be held aside. No 
estimate of the number of such 
voters. 


Connecticut—Registration has 


been open to illiterates, who 
imply have to make 
their 


mark. No segregation of ballots. 


Delaware—Illiterates will be 


assisted in the voting booth, on 
request, by two election work- 
ers, one a Democrat, the other a 
Republican. 
Machine 
voting 


prevents the segregation of bal- 
lots. 


Maine—No special steps have 


been taken to guard against the 
possibility of a negative ruling 
by the court. 


Massachusetts—An 
election 


official says there is no way of 
knowing how many illiterates 
will vote.

Wolniak was regarded as a 


coming man in Poland's Com- 
munist government.

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was parked near the plane to 
restock its galley and take away 
catering material.

"With hard work and a mu- 


tual recognition of the legiti- 
mate security interests of each 
side," said Gerard C. Smith of 
the United States, "we should 
be able to make a start in the 
limitation of arms and a redi- 
rection to more constructive 
ends of some of the resources 
and energies of our societies." 


Smith cited President Nixon's 


statement to the U.N. General 
Assembly 
on Oct. 23, that 


"there is no greater contribu- 
tion which the United States and 
the Soviet Union together could 
make than to limit the world's 
capacity for self destruction." 


"It is the profound hope of my 


government," Smith continued, 
"that in this current session of 
our talks, significant progress 
will be made in fashioning the 
contribution which the United 
States and the Soviet Union can 
make to that end. A SALT 
agreement would be a momen- 
tous contribution to internation- 
al peace and well-being." 


The head of the Soviet delega- 


tion, Vladimir S. Semenov, re- 
plied that his government hopes 
"these talks will eventually pro- 
duce positive results" and that

constructive 
business-like 


approach is necessary." 


He said the Soviet govern- 


ment in the past has come out 
for "lessening of tensions and 
reducing of armaments, and it 
is from these positions that we 
will conduct the present negotia- 
tions."

Plane Users

WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mal charges of dirty campaign- 
ing in U.S. Senate contests more 
than doubled this year, reflect- 
ing the intense battle being 
fought 
over control of that 


chamber, according to the head 
of the Fair Campaign Practices 
Committee. 


Samuel J. Archibald, execu- 


tive director of the committee, 
said Senate candidates have 
registered 19 complaints com- 
pared with nine each in 1968 and 
1966. 


"It could reflect the impor- 


tance the White House has at- 
tached to the Senate races," he 
said, "and perhaps the greater 
interest in Senate races." 


Yet, 
the 56 complaints 
re- 


ceived from the total 35 Senate, 
435 House and 35 governor's 
races in Tuesday's election is a 
marked decrease from the 68 
complaints in 1966 and 67 in 
1968, Archibald said in an inter- 
view. 


But Archibald doesn't believe 


those figures represent a clean- 
er campaign.

campaign managers getting into 
it more and more, the smears 
are more subtle and make it dif- 
ficult to get your finger on it. 


"The only other reason I can 


figure out is the whole problem 
of voter apathy. Voters aren't 
interested 
in this particular 


election and that may have led 
to the fewer number of com- 
plaints. 


"I would like to think politics 


is getting a little cleaner but 
frankly we haven't seen any- 
thing new. Every trick that has 
been reported to us is as old as 
the game of politics," he said. 


Seventy-five per cent of this 


year's candidates subscribed to 
the Code of Fair Campaign 
Practices drafted by a Senate 
subcommittee in 1954. That's 
higher than evef before. 


"When you consider the num- 


ber of races where there's no 
contest or a guy has no chance 
of winning, that's getting pretty 
close to maximum," Archibald 
said. 


The greatest number of pro- 


tests alleged

tary operations 
subcommittee, 


the investigators found the ille- 
gal activities occurred in Bang- 
kok and at two U.S. bases in 
Thailand. 


The inquiry was prompted by 


two Army enlisted men who told 
the Associated Press and the 
subcommittee they had been in- 
volved in thefts and illicit pay 
record changes before leaving 
Thailand a year ago. 


"You could sell anything you 


wanted to," said one soldier. He 
stated he made about $500 a day 
over a three month period by di- 
verting medical supplies into 
the Thai black market. 


He said shipments of drugs 


and other medical items intend- 
ed for service hospitals were di- 
verted to the black market by 
falsifying shipping records. 


The second soldier said clerks 
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in a finance detachment had de- 
vised a scheme under which 
they paid soldiers advances on 
their paychecks without noting 
the transactions in the official 
records. The men receiving the 
advances then split part of their 
advance pay with the clerks, the 
soldier said. 


Although the Army investiga- 


tors confirmed such happenings, 
the committee said, the people, 
the size of the thefts and the 
amount of money have not been 
determined. 


The subcommittee quoted the 


Army as saying the partial pay 
operation involved a "small 
ring" of enlisted men at a fi- 
nance detachment at the Korat 
Air Base. 


The subcommittee also re- 


ported Army investigators said 
truckloads of Post Exchange 
merchandise were diverted into 
the blackmarket, usually by 
Thai drivers, sometimes but not 
always with the cooperation of 
GIs. 


The Army also reported some 


promotions were falsified in 
Thailand so the soldier involved 
could collect "money owed" at 
the higher pay grade when he 
returned to the United States, 
the subcommittee said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — His- 


torically, the most that a third- 
party or independent candidate 
can expert in an American elec- 
tion is to play the role of a spoil- 
er, but this year two are fa- 
vored to win. 


In New York, Conservative 


party nominee James L. Buck- 
ley is leading both Democrat 
Richard Ottinger and Republi- 
can Sen. Charles E. Goodell in 
the polls. 


And, in a less dramatic race, 


Virginia's Sen. Harry F. Byrd, 
who dropped out of the Demo- 
cratic party to run for re-elec- 
tion as an independent, is com- 
fortably ahead 
of 
Democrat 


George C. Rawlings Jr., and Re- 
publican Ray L. Garland. 


The impact of third-party, or 


independent, candidates is less 
a factor in other states, but they 
could influence the outcome of 
Senate contests in Connecticut, 
New 
Mexico, 
Missouri 
and 


Utah, and the 
gubernatorial 


laces in Arkansas and Califor- 
nia. 


In 
Connecticut, 
incumbent 


Democrat Thomas J. Docld is 
running as an independent. Cen- 
sured by the Senate for convert- 
ing campaign funds to his pri- 
vate use. and denied renomina- 
tinn by the Democratic party. 
Dndd may, in the end, contrib- 
ute to the election of a liberal 
Democratic dove, the Rev. Jo- 
seph Duffey. 


Polls show that Duffey, a Uni- 


tarian minister and national 
chairman 
of 
Americans 
for 


Democratic Action, has a nar- 
gressman I/well P. Weicker 
Jr., while Docld is running a 
poor third. The main reason for 
Duffey's lead appears to be Re- 
publican defections to Dodd, a 
hawkish advocate of law and or- 
der. 


In Missouri, Republicans fig- 


ured they have a long-shot 
chance to unseat 
Democratic 


Sen. Stuart Symington. John C. 
danforth, 
the state 
attorney 


general, filed as the Republican 
candidate, with White House 
blessing. Gene Chapman, who 
also had filed, promptly with- 
drew to become the American 
Party candidate, and he could 
siphon off some votes from Dan- 
forth. 


There are some 40 minor, or 


third, parties on the ballots 
across the country. New York 
has seven. Colorado, Alabama, 
Pennsylvania, Wisconsin 
and 


New Jersey have five each; Col- 


orado ;ind 
Connecticut 
have 


four. 


There is a Buffalo party. Con- 


sumer 
Party, 
Destroy Drug 


Devils, Environment Party, La 
Ra/a Unida, OTlara Bill Party, 
even a Silent Majority Party. 
The ancient Prohibition Party is 
down to filing candidates for 
major office in only three states 
this year, Alabama, Kansas and 
Massachusetts. 


Far 
more 
active are the 


American Independent Party- 
called the Independent Ameri- 
can Party in Nevada—and the 
American Party. The heirs of 
George Wallace's 1968 presiden- 
tial campaign have third-party 
candidates in more than 20 
states. The Socialist Worker 
party is next with 10 and Social 
I^bor has eight. 


In Utah, the AIP has candi- 


dates for the Senate and both 
House seats, and if the Senate 
race between Democratic in- 
cumbent Frank E. Moss and 
Republican Laurence J. Burton 
is hairline close, AIP candidate 
Clyde B. Freeman, a retired 
telephone test board operator, 
could make the difference. Po- 
litical observers see arch-ccm- 
servative Freeman getting only 
about three per cent of the vote, 
taking two per cent from Re- 
publican Burton. 


In some states, the Wallace 


heirs are split, notably in Indi- 


ana where two tried unsuccess- 
fully to get on the ballot—as the 
UMERICAN Party of Indiana and 
the Indiana American Independ- 
ence Party. The state Election 
Board denied both, saying nei- 
ther had proved "a true line of 
succession" to the 1968 party. 
However, both groups have can- 
didates for a variety of local of- 
fices. 


The most complex lineup of 


minor parties is in New York 
where the Liberal and Conserv- 
ative parties have potent influ- 
ence on the two major parties. 
They often run the Democratic 
or Republican nominees as their 
own, but the lines are not con- 
sistent. 


The Conservative Party, fre- 


quently allied with the Republi- 
cans on the local level, was or- 
ganized in 1962 to combat the 
Liberal Party, which usually, 
but not always, backs Demo- 
crats. Republican Goodell is the 
Liberal candidate for the Senate 
this year, sharing the party's 
line on the ballot with Democrat 
Arthur J. Goldberg, the candi- 
date for governor. 


The Conservative and Liberal 


parties qualified for ballot list- 
ing by polling more than 50,000 
votes in New York's last elec- 
tion for governor. 


The others—the Conservation- 


ists, Communist, 
Independent 


Alliance, 
Civil 
Service-Inde- 
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pendent. Social Worker and So- 
cial I^bor parties—had to get 
on by getting 12,000 voters to 
sign nominating petitions for 
each candidate. 


Alabama also has a complex 


ballot, with seven parties listed. 


Aside from the two major par- 


ties, the most potent force is the 
National Democratic Party of 
Alabama, which is running can- 
didates for governor and 12 oth- 
er top state posts, about 50 for 
the state legislature, about 70 
for county office and six for 
Congress. All except about a 
dozen are black, led by Dr. John 
Cashin, a Negro dentist who is 
running for governor. 


NDPA has a chance to elect 


some county officials, particu- 
larly in rural counties where 
blacks are a majority, and per- 
haps one or two state legisla- 
tors.

VERSATILE LINSEED OIL 
IS PAINTER'S BEST FRIEND 


By MR. FIX 


This is an age of miracle 


products. But despite the 
wonders w r o u g h t in the 
chemistry labs, there are 
still a few old-fashioned 
items around that science 
really can't improve on. And 
even when science can, there 
is a k n o w n 
dependability 


built into the f a m i l i a r 
products. 


Linseed oil is one such 


item. Keep a can of it around 
and learn what it is good for. 
You will find it amazingly 
versatile. If you use it for 
nothing more than thinning 
paint, you are not realizing 
the full potential. 


You will find linseed avail- 


able either raw or boiled. 
( P o l y m e r i z e d is u s e d 
wherever boiled oil is called 
for.) 


Raw linseed oil takes a 


long time to dry—up to three 
or four days. The boiled oil 
dries quickly and often is 
used 
in conjunction 
with 


other thinners, such as tur- 
pentine. 


Before using linseed for 


thinning paints (oil paints, 
never latex), check the in- 
structions on the can to see 
which type is called for. 
Thinned with enough linseed 
oil, ordinary house paint be- 
comes a good primer coat. 


Raw oil is generally used 


to work into old putty that 
has become dried out. 


For any other jobs men- 


tioned here, use boiled or an 
equivalent kind of linseed 
oil. 


Bristle b r u s h e s can be 


made more pliable before 
painting by soaking for 24 
hours in linseed oil. Once 
you have used and 
then 


cleaned a brush, it is a good 
idea to treat it again with 
oil. 


Few wood preservatives 


are older or better than lin- 
seed oil. Wipe it on garden 
tool handles to keep them 
from drying out. 


Treat hammer h a n d l e s 


with oil. Use an e x t r a 
amount at the head end. If 
you can keep the wood from 
drying out, the head is less 
likely to become loose. 


Brush linseed oil on un- 


p a i n t e d fences, rails and 
posts every year. 


Painting a ladder is a mis- 


take since the paint will hide 
defects underneath. Instead, 
give the ladder a generous 
coat of linseed oil which will 
preserve the wood while re- 
maining transparent. 


• To two parts of linseed oil, 
add one part turpentine and 
you have an excellent pre- 
servative and polish. Use it 
on outdoor furniture and rub 
in until it is dry. The same 
mixture is used for a fine oil 
finish on furniture. But this 
is no easy job. From five to 
20 applications 
are neces- 


sary, with plenty of drying 
time between applications. 


Apply this same mixture 


to painted window sills to 
p e r s e r v e them. Wooden 
screen doors and windows 
will withstand the weather 
better if treated with it. 


Dip nails and screws in lin- 


seed oil to keep them from 
rusting. Use linseed oil in 
place of wax on drawers to 
keep them from sticking.

When Tension Isn'f Dissipated 
Stress-The Seed of Illnesses

What is stress? This term 


is thrown around loosely as 
one of the major causes for 
man's illnesses. Stress is 
blamed for ulcers, high blood 
pressure, heart disease and 
emotional 
discomfort. The 


truth is there are many kinds 
of stress. Some are good for 
you. Physical exercise is a 
"physical stress" and, when 
done properly, is beneficial. 
It can offset the adverse ef- 
fects of "psychic stress." 


You can't escape stress. A 


recent study of doctors pre- 
senting cases to the rest of 
the medical hospital 
staff 


showed 
their heart rates 


rose to levels as high as 187 
beats per minute. The lowest 
heart rate for any doctor 
presenting a case was 130 
beats per minute. 


In general, psychic stress 


from any cause stimulates 
the endocrine glands, partic- 
ularly the small pituitary 
gland under the brain and 
the adrenal glands over (he 


kidneys. Adrenalin and other 
hormones are poured out into 
the blood. These chemicals 
stimulate the heart. They 
may cause the blood pres- 
sure to rise. They may cause 
the stomach 
to form in- 


creased amounts of acid. 


The excess chemicals, like 


adrenalin p r o d u c t s , are 
stored in the heart and brain, 
which affects their function. 
Exercise uses up these ex- 
cess chemicals and allows 
the body to return to more 
normal function. A psychic 
stress literally mobilizes the 
body for action. If the ac- 
tion isn't carried out, the ac- 
cumulated mobilized prod- 
ucts can be harmful. In a 
way, inability to take action 
can be considered as frus- 
tration. In the end it is frus- 
tration that causes health 
problems. 


Whenever the heart speeds 


up, it is working harder. This 
is fine if you have a good 
heart, but in advanced hear) 


disease this is not always 
good. Anger, excitement or 
excess emotions are capable 
of working the heart so hard 
that it will cause a heart at- 
tack. Many a person has died 
in this way during a fit of 
rage. Intermittent chest pain 
from heart disease can be 
caused this way, too. 


During periods 
of "ten- 


sion" or stress, the skeletal 
muscles often contract and 
may cause pain. The mus- 
cles at the back of the neck 
are frequently involved. This 
may cause headaches. The 
muscles in the chest wall 
may become sore and cause 
chest pain in this manner, 
instead of from the heart. 


Unresolved stress is a fre- 


quent 
factor 
in 
causing 


medical problems or it may 
occur as a complication of a 
medical problem. A heart at- 
tack, for example, will in- 
duce a 
large 
amount of 


stress and anxiety in the 
normal person. This further 


adds to the patient's prob- 
lem. It illustrates beautifully 
that any illness has many 
ramifications b e s i d e s the 
physical illness alone. A wise 
doctor treats more than the 
disease. He treats the pa- 
tient.

cause. Actually, they are 
caused by a virus that lives 
in the skin. Whenever a per- 
son has an illness, such as 
indigestion, a common cold 
or, sometimes, exposure to 
sunshine, the virus causes a 
local skin reaction or fever 
blister.
